The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .84(h)(5) because Figure 1 appears to show 
modified forms of construction in the same view. The "annular groove 2k" is not shown to be 
annular in Figure 1. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 15, line 2, 
"7b" should be --7a-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claim 1, the phrase "in the process" in line 15 is not understood. 

With respect to claim 10, the limitation of "bolts are fixed to the wheel carrier, and at 
least one of the fastening elements is fixed to each of the bolts" is not understood with respect to 
the relationship between the fastening elements and the bolts. The claim appears to define the 
parts as separate elements, whereas the disclosure only describes the bolts acting as fastening 
elements, not with "fastening elements fixed to each of the bolts". 

With respect to claim 1 1 , there is no proper antecedent for "the fastening means", as 
claim 1 only defines "fastening elements". Moreover, to refer to the fastening elements (or 
fastening means) as only being the heads of the bolts is improper, as it is the entire bolt structure 
that acts to fix the flange to the wheel carrier, not just the bolt head. 

With respect to claim 13, the use of "it" in line 3 is indefinite, as it is unclear as to what 
this refers. 

With respect to claim 14, there is no proper antecedent for "the hub" in line 2, as this 
limitation is first set forth in claim 13. 

With respect to claim 16, there is no proper antecedent for "the second recesses", as this 
limitation is first properly set forth in claim 6. 

Claims 1-17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
